crops, ia to put the soil in proper condiiion ; 
ho next, have good,sound, clean seed, and 
plant at the right time ; then give it proper 
attention until the crop is secured. Every 
former is well aware that much depends on 
doing things at the right time.

of till tomorrow whut can be done today.' 


Plant largely of potatoes and other root 


crops. 
If the fall market is good you wilt 


bave them to sell, aud if U is not good you 
will have them to feed, which will enable 
yon to sell something e'3e for which the 
market Is better. Every farmer has farm 
stock, he cannot farm without it. This 
stuck must be fed and kept in good working 
condition, or it is to be fattened lor sale ; 
in either case the farmer should try lo do 
this at tho least expense, and there are none 
50 inexpensive lo iced as root crops, Now 
is the time of year to make your calculation 
and preparation for these crops. 


All stock farmers,whether for milk,bulter 


cheese, or the butcher, should prepare for 
a dry spell of weather some time through 
" 


the summer. Past experience should teach 
them tuis, and uow is the time to set apart 
certain portions of the farm for growing 
crops to be cut and fed green, during dry 
weather, when pasture tails; and, if tho dry 
spell dues not corns, they can be used for 
iiay, ana fed in winter. 
This is a strategic 


movement that every farmer should take ad- 
vantage of— should show his good gcuoral- 
ship, and not bo caught napping when the 
uncmy is before bis camp summoning him 
to ground arms and surrender. 


It is just aa important lhat stock should 


bo well fed in the month at April, as in any 
of the mon.tis. 
They are about growing a 


new coat of hair and shedding tho old one. 
The growing of this new coat makes a 
heavy draught on the tissues of the system, 
and if Ihe animul is not well foii ;o sustaiu 
ih:.". it hcnonu-s wrak and unhealthy, nnd 
will inko some time to gum ils former con- 
dition.

mal iu goud con Uiou than to bring it up 
after it ban fallen awr.y, bflttes the risk of 
permanently impairing its health.

accustomed to use most. If they have 
been In tho habit of painting a house red, 
and trimming the windows, doors, corner- 
boards, base, and cornice with white, no 
other color will coincide with their notions 
of beauty so harmoniously as a red house 
trimmed with white. Other painters insist 
that no dwelling appears so beautiful as 
a "dead-white house with a black roof."— 
Forty years ago, the prevailing color for 
painting elegant dwelling-houses, in many 
parts of tho country, waa while with a 
black roof, and outside doors In imitations 
of mahogany. This style of painting all 
the fine houses waa so universal throughoi 
tho State of New Tork wherever settle 
from the New-England States had chose 
locations, that it was it common romar 
among tho people, that "a New Bnglam 
er was always known by £his white hons 
and mahogany colored doors." 
. When the body of a dwelling-house 
painted white .or red, the color does no 
blend harmoniously .with tho surroundin 
groves, lawns, "the wild old woods," moun 
tains, valleys, and streams. Red alwai 
gives a cottago'or villa a sort of vulgar prom 
luenc? ; and a white dwelling-house seem 
ghost-like and destitute of sympathy, whic 
is repulsive to the artistic eye. 


The combinations of tints su itahle fc 


the exterior of a cottage or a countr 
villa are of great variety. They shonl 
be chosen with artistic care. 
The aim 


should be to produce a combination of co 
ors that will harmonize with nature's sur 
roundinga. A house painted of some iigh 
and cheerful color will always please th 
educated eye, and will be dovoid of tha 
vulgar prominence which should bo guan 
ed against. One or two shades of color fo 
cozy cottage or a neat suburban villa ar 
enti rely insufficient to produce the desire 
artistic effect. 
A house should be paintc 


with at least three different colors beside 
the roof. The main part of tho building 
should be of some mellow and agroeab! 
shade, while tho cornice should he of 
darker color, and tho window-casings an 
door-casings of a shade somewhat diiferen 
from the main color, and like that of th 
cornice. 
If Iheio are clat-bllnds, the; 


should reflect still anolhar shade. 
Tin 


colors must be made a sut j<.'et of thought 
study and observation. The educated ey 
will always catch, tho harmonious tint when 
it appears on a Imlldlng. Then, when tb 
desired shade is seen, let it be noted wit] 
care, and let the paint be prepared for othc 
dwellings of the same tint. 


The art of blending colors for painting 


houses has become so perfect, that many ex 
tensive dealers have their paints mingled 
before they are ground, with a reference tc 
meeting the requirements of the people in 
the country, in villages, and of those whc 
occupy the suburbs ot our populous cities.— 
Hence, If a builder is in doubles to wba 
color to select, he can communicate wltl 
extensive dealers in paint, who will give 
gratultious advice, and specimens of euch 
colors as will haraonlza with nature's sur- 
roundings, and which will pleaao tho edit' 
catedeyo. J Exchange.

That into 
Mlllard Fillmoro's Administration, in 1852, 
so damaged it that at the succeeding election 
it was repudiated by tho people. JJut tho 
infamous character of Dana's attacks is ac- 
knowledged even bv the Democrats. When

may learn tho various trades aud pursuits. 
t is a good measure, aud ought to be gener- 
I throughout the country, so that American 
'outb may not only acquire a common- 
chool education, but bo taught some trado 
or business by which they may earn their 
own living. As it is, there aro thousands in 
our largo cities who yearly grow up criminals 
or paupers, and jails and penitentiaries have 
accomplished comparatively littlo as reform- 
atory institutions, notwithstanding the solic- 
itude of well-intending philanthropists. The 
effectual remedy is conceded on nearly all 
bauds to bo tbe establishment of a compul- 
sory system to gather Into schooihouscs and 
workshops the poor and friendless children 
who run riot about our streets, leading a 
gaming sort of an existence and an unprotit- 
able one to the community. In Sweden, 
where every child is not only compelled to 
acquire tho rudiments of oduc.itiou but in- 
dustrial pursuits as well, wo Imvo a Rood ex- 
ample ot the beneficial results of tbe system.
